FRANKFORT - Four Johnson 
County residents, including three 
employees of a former Floyd Coun- 
ty pain management clinic, were 
arrested Thursday on drug-related 
indictment warrants. 

Yvonda Lazar, 44; Kenneth 
Lazar, 23; Derek Kennedy, 30; and 
Andrea Kennedy, 26, all of Thelma, 
were indicted June 4 by the Floyd 
County Grand Jury and arrested 
Thursday, according to a press 
release from the attorney general’s 
office. 

They are charged with theft of a 
prescription blank for controlled 
substances, obtaining a controlled 
substance by fraud or deceit, and 
forgery of a prescription. 

The defendants were arrested by 
investigators from the attorney gen- 
eral’s Department of Criminal 
Investigations, the U.S. Drug 
Enforcement Administration, Ken- 
tucky State Police, and the Prestons- 
burg Police Department. 

The indictments were the result 
of an investigation that began in 
2010 after authorities received mul- 
tiple complaints involving Com- 
monwealth Quality Medical Man- 
agement, which operated as a non- 
physician owned pain management 
clinic in Floyd County, the press 
release said. The clinic has since 
been shut down. 

All but Derek Kennedy worked 
at the clinic, the press release said. 
They are accused of forging and 
passing prescription blanks at vari- 
ous pharmacies.

PAINTSVILLE — The committee that is helping 
in the search for a new Johnson County school 
superintendent met Tuesday evening and was 
expected to recommend candidates for the position.

Attorney wants accusers held in contempt

PIKEVILLE - A Floyd County 
disability lawyer accused in a law- 
suit of defrauding the federal gov- 
ernment of millions of dollars in 
unjustified disability claims wants 
his accusers found in contempt of 
court for not turning over documents 
they had provided the government. 

A telephone conference is sched- 
uled Thursday on a motion filed by 
an attorney for Eric C. Conn, who is 
one of several defendants in a whis- 



tleblower suit filed by a current 
Social Security Administration 
employee and a former employee of 
the agency. 

Conn, former Administrative 
Law Judge David B . Daugherty and 
Drs. Srinivas Ammisetty and David 
P. Herr have filed separate motions 
asking that the suit, filed by current 
SSA employee Sarah Carver and 
former SSA employee Jennifer L. 
Griffith, be thrown out. 

The defendants have asked that 
the suit be dismissed because, among 
other reasons, Carver and Griffith 
did not voluntarily disclose informa- 



tion concerning their claims to the 
government, Conn’s attorney, Kent 
Wicker of Louisville, said in the 
motion filed Thursday. 

Wicker said that U.S. District 
Judge Amul R. Thapar on May 15 
scheduled an evidentiary hearing for 
June 23 to address the dismissal 
requests. The judge also ordered 
Carver and Griffith to produce by 
June 6 the disclosures they had made 
to the government. 

“The Relators have refused to 
comply with the Court’s order to 
produce their disclosures to the Unit- 
ed States, despite the Court’s explic- 



it command to do so,” the motion 
says. 

The motion says the plaintiffs 
produced “an assortment of notes 
and electronic mail messages” to the 
defendants on June 6, but not the 
disclosures they had made to the 
government. 

Wicker said in the motion that the 
plaintiffs’ attorney, Benjamin Vernia, 
claimed that the disclosure was 
“work product” and protected by a 
“common interest privilege” and

PAINTSVILLE - Johnson 
Circuit Judge John David 
Preston Thursday denied a 
motion for a new trial for a 
Johnson County woman con- 
victed of manslaughter in 
April. 

Myra Castle’s attorney 
asked in the motion that her 
sentence to be altered, amend- 
ed or vacated based on an 
allegation that a juror’s son 
was a close friend of the vic- 
tim and had multiple postings 
on his Facebook page. 

Castle, 53, was convicted 
of second-degree manslaugh- 
ter and DUI from an August 
2013 collision that killed 
18-year-old Casey Roger Mol- 
lett. She was formally sen- 
tenced in May to serve seven 
years for the manslaughter 
charge and 30 days for the 
DUI charge, which will be 
served concurrently. 

Preston said in his order 
that the juror stated she does 
have a Facebook account but 
that it is also used by her hus- 



band, who does not have his 
own account, and that she 
didn’t recognize a photograph 
of Mollett and still doesn’t 
recognize a photo of him. 

Preston said the juror testi- 
fied that she didn’t know her 
son was an acquaintance with 
Mollett and that she has no 
knowledge of her son’s Face- 
book account, except that he 
has one, and didn’t know how 
many friends he had and still 
doesn’t know. 

The juror reviewed photo- 
graphs, and although she rec- 
ognized her son in the pic- 
tures, she couldn’t identify the 
other people in the photo and 
she said she was not a “Face- 
book junkie” and not acquaint- 
ed with Mollett, nor had he 
ever come to her house. 

The juror also said she vis- 
its her Facebook page daily to 
twice a week, but that she 
doesn’t frequently visit her 
son’s page. She said that her 
son played sports in school, 
but didn’t know if he played 
with Mollett. 

Preston said in the order 
that the court found from the 



evidence that the juror had lit- 
tle or no knowledge relating to 
Mollett and that the juror did 
not answer any questions 
untruthfully and didn’t fail to 
answer any questions that she 
should have. 

“The court concludes that 
there is insufficient evidence 
to support any allegation of 
juror misconduct in this case,” 
Preston said in his order. “The 
defendant’s motion to alter, 
amend, or vacate is therefore 
denied.” 

Castle’s attorney, Ned Pil- 
larsdorf, filed the motion June 
2, alleging that a juror misled 
the defendant and the court as 
to knowledge she possessed of 
the case and asked that the 
court grant a new trial. 

The motion alleged that the 
juror’s son was a close friend 
of Mollett and that he had mul- 
tiple postings on his Facebook 
page about Mollett’s death. 

The motion also alleged 
that the juror was a frequent 
visitor to her son’s Facebook 
page and on at least one occa- 
sion liked a photograph of her 
son at Mollett’s funeral. 



“Because this connection 
was not disclosed, during voir 
dire, the Defendant was not 
afforded a proper opportunity 
to address this issue to ensure 
that her case was being heard 
by a neutral jury,” the motion 
said. “Further, counsel for the 
Defendant did not investigate 
the juror’s online profile once 
the trial had started because 
the juror’s answers and her 
silence when asked about con- 
nections to the deceased gave 
them no reason to do so. 
Therefore the integrity of the 
verdict has been compromised 
and the Defendant moves this 
court to hold a hearing and to 
order a new trial.” 

The commonwealth 
responded that “everyone in 
Eastern Kentucky is connected 
in one way or the other and 
that the issue has always been 
whether the connection is 
enough of one for the parties 
to realize and then to recog- 
nize. 

“Nothing in the answers or 
failure of the answers of the 
juror indicates anything more 
than a juror not realizing or 
recognizing a connection,” the 
response said. “Common- 
wealth is of the opinion that an 
evidentiary hearing is neces- 
sary to confirm this.”

refused to produce it. 

“Counsel has urged Mr. 
Vernia by telephone and elec- 
tronic mail to reconsider his 
position and has provided him 
the authorities showing his 
position is incorrect,” Wicker 
said in the motion. “Mr. Ver- 
nia advised that he would 
‘think about it,’ but the Rela- 
tors continue to refuse to pro- 
duce the documents.” 

Vernia, however, said in 
his response to the motion that 
he has complied with the 
judge’s order to “provide lim- 
ited jurisdiction discovery.” 
“In the motion to show 
case, the Defendants claim 
that the Relators agreed to 
produce the ‘disclosure made 
pursuant to U.S.C. 3730(b) 
(2),” Vernia said in his 
response. “To the contrary, 
what the Relators agreed to 
produce was limited jurisdic- 
tion discovery regarding the 
voluntary nature of their dis- 
closures to the government, 
that is, the Social Security 
Administration. The sole issue 
scheduled for the evidentiary 
hearing is whether the Rela- 
tors ‘voluntarily’ disclosed 



information to the United 
States regarding their pre- 
amendment claims. As the 
Court noted, the issue of 
whether the Relators are the 
‘original source’ is not dis- 
puted in this case.” 

Vernia said the motion is 
“nothing more than a thinly 
veiled attempt to discover that 
which is not discoverable.” 
“The Defendants have 
clearly rewritten the Court’s 
order as a means to discover 
privileged work-product 
information which is specially 
excluded from discovery pur- 
suant to Rule 26 of the Federal 
Rules of Civil Procedure.” 
Vernia said that it is 
“almost laughable that Conn 
would attempt to argue with a 
straight face that he needs this 
information for the evidentia- 
ry hearing to discover where 
the disclosures the Relators 
made to the Office of Inspec- 
tor General for the Social 
Security Administration was 
voluntary since that informa- 
tion has been known to Conn 
from the very outset of learn- 
ing of the investigation.” 

The lawsuit claims that 
Conn, “with the cooperation 
of Defendants Herr, Adkins, 



and Ammisetty, created and 
presented false medical docu- 
mentation; and, Daugherty, 
after conducting sham pro- 
ceedings, granted representa- 
tive fees to Conn and disabil- 
ity benefits to Conn’s clients.” 

“The fraudulent scheme 
resulted in the Social Security 
Administration paying mil- 
lions of dollars in fraudulent 
representatives’ fees to Conn, 
and many times that amount 
in fraudulent benefits to those 
of Conn’s clients who were 
not entitled to them,” the com- 
plaint alleges. 

The suit claims Herr, 
Ammisetty and Adkins sub- 
mitted fraudulent letters that 
were later submitted to the 
SSA as part of the alleged 
scheme. 

Last week, U.S. Rep. Jack- 
ie Speier of California asked 
in a letter to the U.S. attorney 
for the Eastern District of 
Kentucky to “conduct an inde- 
pendent evaluation” of the 
evidence in the Conn case and 
determine if any laws were 
broken. 

Daugherty has voluntarily 
agreed to have his law license 
annulled in West Virginia.

Adkins and Michael Dia- 
mond are also charged with 
tampering with physical evi- 
dence/complicity.

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Lawrence court approves 
recycling grant agreement

LOUISA - The Lawrence 
County Fiscal Court approved 
a 2014-2015 Kentucky Pride 
Fund recycling grant agree- 
ment during its regular meet- 
ing Monday. 

The Energy and Environ- 
ment Cabinet’s Division of 
Waste Management last week 
announced 49 recycling and 
23 household hazardous waste 
(HHW) grants to expand recy- 
cling, reduce the amount of 
solid waste going into land- 
fills and improve the environ- 
mental management of house- 
hold hazardous waste, which 
includes electronic scrap and 
mercury from homes through- 
out Kentucky. 

Lawrence County court 
received a $16,667 grant, 
which will be used to buy 
another baler for the Recycle 
Center, Judge-Executive John 
Osborne said. 

Grant dollars from the 
Kentucky Pride Fund, which 
is generated by a $1 .75 fee for 
each ton of municipal solid 
waste disposed of in Ken- 
tucky landfills, are financing 
the 72 grants totaling 
$3,041,950.85. 

The grants require a 25 
percent local match in the 
form of cash or “in kind” per- 
sonnel, educational activities 
or advertising to promote the

court clerks from the Big San- 
dy region participated in the 
2014 Circuit Court Clerks 
Spring College May 14-16 in 
Lexington. 

The Administrative Office 
of the Courts provided the 
judicial education program for 
the state’s circuit court clerks. 

Among the circuit clerks 
who attended were Jodi L. 
Parsley of Lawrence County, 
Penny Adams of Johnson 
County and Douglas Ray Hall 
of Floyd County. 

The circuit court clerks 
attended courses on the 
expungement process, court 
technology, working with the 
media, bookkeeping and disas- 
ter preparation. They also 
heard from motivational 
speaker Jeff Eger on leader- 
ship, community involvement 
and relationships with the pub- 
lic and other government offi- 
cials. 

“The office of circuit court 
clerk has an important role in 
the community,” Shelby Coun- 
ty Circuit Court Clerk Lowry 
S. Miller said. “In every coun- 
ty, citizens go to their circuit 
clerk’s office to get their driver 
license, file court cases and 
report for jury duty. We want 
those we serve to have a posi- 
tive experience. It was helpful 
for the circuit clerks to hear 
encouragement and advice on 
enhancing our relationship 
with the public.” 

Miller was elected to a one- 
year term as president of the 
Kentucky Association of Cir- 
cuit Court Clerks during the 
college. 

The college covered driver 
licensing and included ses- 
sions on the graduated driver 
license program, state traffic 
school, new federal laws for 
issuing commercial driver 
licenses, procedures after a 
driver is deceased and security 
practices for driver licensing 
offices. The college was fund- 
ed with a grant from the U.S. 
Department of Homeland 
Security’s Driver License 
Security Grant program and 
hosted by the Kentucky Trans- 
portation Cabinet’s Division of 
Driver’s Licensing. 

Circuit court clerks had the 
opportunity to attend courses 
about the legal rights and 
responsibilities of the office of 
circuit court clerk and best 
practices in hiring individuals 
to work in their offices.

CAN NSA SPY 
ON YOUR 
PHONE WHEN 
ITS OFF?

Whether you consider 
Edward Snowden a traitor 
or a patriot, before he hit 
the news, most people 
didn’t give much thought 
to government spying on 
everyday citizens. During a 
recent interview, he said 
that the NSA has the ability 
to spy on your smartphone, 
even if it’s turned off. 

Yes, this is exactly what 
you think it means. The 
NSA can listen to your 
conversations and use your 
camera when you powered 
off your phone. Sounds 
crazy but it can happen. 

The most likely way is 
with a type of invisible 
spying app. Spying apps 
aren’t anything new; 
everyone from corpora- 
tions to hackers to jealous 
exes use them. 

This spying app though 
doesn’t just steal your surf- 
ing history, text messages 
and photos. It also gives 
the NSA full access to your 
phone’s microphone and 
camera. 

Your phone basically 
becomes a bug that tells the 
NSA everything going on 
around you. Any conversa- 
tion you have or any 
embarrassing thing you do, 
the NSA will have it 
recorded. 

The worst part is that 
even if you turned the 
phone off to be safe, it 
wouldn’t really be off. The 
app makes your phone pre- 
tend to be off - it turns off 
the screen, ignores incom- 
ing calls and doesn’t 
respond to button presses - 
but the spying will still be 
going on. 

Now, if you wanted to 
have a sensitive conversa- 
tion without worry, you 
could remove the phone’s 
battery. Then the phone 
would really be off. But, 
some phones, like the 
iPhone, don’t have a 
removable battery. 

Here’s when you get to 
feel like a spy. To truly turn 
off an iPhone you have to 
know how to use the 
“device firmware upgrade” 
or DFU, mode. This is 
what Apple and developers 
use to install iOS updates, 
jailbreak a phone or unlock 
a SIM card. 

Don’t worry, you’re not 
doing any of that. You just 
want to really turn off your 
iPhone. 

To get into DFU mode, 
you’ll need an iPhone, 
USB cord and a computer 
with iTunes installed. 

First, connect the 
iPhone to your computer 
using the USB cord and 
start iTunes. Once iTunes 
is running, go to the iPhone 
and hold down the Power 
button for three seconds, 
then press the Home but- 
ton. Hold both buttons and 
count to 10 seconds. 

The phone’s screen will 
go black, but keep holding 
the buttons. After the 10 
seconds are up, let go of 
the Power button, but keep 
the Home button pressed. 

Hold the Home button 
for another 10 to 15 sec- 
onds. When you see a pop- 
up message in iTunes, you 
know you’re successfully 
in DFU mode.

When you’re ready to 
get out of DFU mode, hold 
the Home button and Pow- 
er button until the Apple 
logo appears. Then let the 
phone start like it normally 
would. 

Of course, this turning 
on and off procedure is a 
complete hassle. So you 
might think it’s better to 
keep the NSA or anyone 
else from putting the spy 
app on your phone in the 
first place. Good idea, but 
it’s going to be tricky.

The NS A or anyone else 
after you could slip a spy app 
on your phone disguised as 
another legitimate app. This is 
easier to do on Android 
phones because they can 
download apps from third- 
party sites and Google Play’s 
review policy is very relaxed. 

Apple gadgets can only 
download from the Apple App 
Store, and the nefarious 
would have to get the app past 
Apple’s reviewers. That’s 
harder, but still isn’t impossi- 
ble. 

Another concern is that the 
NS A knows undiscovered 
bugs in operating systems and 
common programs that lets it 
collect data without anyone 
knowing. It turns out the NS A 
was exploiting the Heartbleed 
bug to spy on people, so it 



isn’t that farfetched. And it’s 
just about impossible for you 
to stop. 

In the worst case, the NS A 
could pull the same trick it 
allegedly uses with Ameri- 
can-made routers heading 
overseas. The NS A intercepts 
a router shipment, puts a 
backdoor in the software, 
packages the routers back up 
and sends them on. Then it 
can spy on any networks the 
routers connect to. 

I doubt the NS A is doing 
that to phones coming into the 
U.S. - it would be a logistical 
nightmare if nothing else - but 
you never know. 

If you’re really worried 
about the NS A and spying 
apps, you might want to look 
into the new Blackphones. 
These Android-based phones 



are built from the ground up 
with security and privacy in 
mind. 

Of course, once on the 
market, a Blackphone will set 
you back $630, so it isn’t for 
the faint of heart or light of 
wallet. It might worth it, 
though, if it keeps the NS A 
out of your life - for now.
